Groundbreaking 

On  Friday,  October  29, 1999  at  11:00  a.m.  ground 
was  broken  for  the  long-awaited  student  center. 
Proposals  for  this  building  began  as  early  as  the 
turn  of  the  century  when  it  was  realized  that  the 
students  needed  a  place  to  exchange  ideas  and 
unite  as  a  student  body.  Finally,  this  idea  is 
becoming  a  reality.  As  we  say  goodbye  to  the 
beautiful  Higgin's  lawn,  we  welcome  a  centralized 
place  where  students  can  relax,  eat,  and 
study.The  Center  will  also  provide  much-needed 
office  space  for  many  student  oganizations. 
Trustees,  alumni,  faculty,  staff,  and  students  all 
attended  the  ceremony  for  a  building  that 
promises  a  better  quality  of  student  life  at  WPI. 
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The  Campus  Center: 
"WPI's  Third  Tower" 

With  shovels  in  hand,  the  former  5&A 
presidents  lined  up  for  one  final  picture 
amidst  the  trees  of  Higgins’  upper  lawn.  It  is 
their  hard  work  and  persistence  and  the 
vision  of  Janet  Richardson,  Chair  of  the 
Campus  Center  Committee  and  Assistant  VP 
for  Student  Affairs,  and  others  that  has 
made  this  possible.  Though  no  one  wanted  to 
lose  the  peaceful  and  grassy  area,  the 
location  was  chosen  for  the  easy  access  it 
will  allow  from  both  the  Quad  and  West 
Street  via  Freeman  Plaza. 


The  building  was  designed  by  the 
Boston  architectural  firm  of  Shepley, 
Bulf  inch,  Richardson,  and  Abbot,  and 
will  be  three  f  loors.  Two  of  those 
floors  will  be  visible  from  West 
Street  and  the  Quad,  while  the  third 
will  only  be  able  to  be  seen  from 
Higgins  House.  Once  it  is  opened  in 
the  spring  of  2001,  the  campus  center 
will  provide  expanded  dining  services, 
additional  conference  and  meeting 
rooms,  offices  for  student 
organizations,  a  bookstore,  postal 
facility,  game  room,  lounges,  and  an 
information  desk.
